As 'a legislator. ) concluded that unless the 
Executive powered this forward and moved the agencies and legislature to buy-in, results based budgeting would 
only be a marginally useful tool. And, without both Executive and Legislative buy-In. the budget will always only be 
about the numbers rather than about results for Alaskans. If you would ever like to talk about this, I'm happy to do 
so.

My apnologies for not getting this to survey on time. I think the state really needs to 
consider a new power plant for the University of Alaska Fairbanks. The 2 coal boilers were 
built in 1962 and installed in 19S3. Basically they are 1950 1 s technology retrofitted with 
newer controls. The fact still remains that they are 45 years old. Every year in May the ■ 
Boilers are overhauled and it has been taking longer and longer each year because they are 
wearing out and parts are gettings scarce. The other 2 boilers run on fuel oil and 
taoiler-4 is retrofitted with a combination gas/oil burner assembly. Coal is cheaper than 
gas but there is 10 times more equipment involved for burning coal and it is labor 
intensive to maintain. I understand there is another power plant in the works and it will 
most likely be a coal fired plant. We do need to keep up with the utility demands of the 
ever 'expanding University 'but 1 think the Univeaity should he looking into multi fuel 
options such as waste oil and 

cooking oil [biodiesel) . UAF does have a V18 10MW diesel engine generator that was 
originally intended to run on coal slurry. My comments here are very brief and incomplete 
but the point I want to make is that OAF should be leading the way with energy 
alternatives. A co-generation plant with multi-fuel options where student engineers can 
get real experience and training would be the way to leads us into the 21 century.

I am writing in the hopes that you would be able to assist me in my current situation. I 
am a Sergeant in the 0. S. Army assigned to HHD 39th Transportation Battalion as the 
Company Supply Sergeant for two years. I am also a single mother with two lovely boys, 
whom I love dearly. My job is very demanding. I have a subordinate Soldier that work with 
me that do a great job. In my ten years of service I have never experienced this type of 
moral and motivation problem. Since I've been assigned to this unit, my life has been a 
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very challenging task dally to stay motivated and with high morale for ray subordinates. 



My boys are enrolled in the Child Development Center's before and after school care 
program. In this program my kids are dropped off at 0630 and must be picked up by 1800. In 
the Kaiserslautern Military Community, this program is operated by the Air Force and opens 
at 0630 at which time I am required to be at my first formation. I must pick them up by 
1800 at which time the child care center closes. My previous Chain of Command allowed me 
to report to work 0730 to accommodate for the daycare opening at 0630. In October a new 
Chain of Command came aboard and required that I report to first formation 0630 for 
accountability. After I reported to formation with my kids, ray commander told me that I 
will not bring my kids to formation anymore. After I questioned him about a Senior NCO 
does the same thing, he replied "You do not have enough rank to do what she does." I have 
to stay to work often after 1800 and pay late fees because I do not pick up my kids in 
time.

I feel that my Detachment SGT has a personnel vendetta against me. The Detachment Sergeant 
often discusses my personnel issues amongst subordinate Soldier. This is unprofessional 
and unbecoming of a Senior NCO to whom subordinates suppose to look up too and draw their 
motivation and morale from. I recently was taped for my weight and was found overweight by 
1 %. I have never been counseled on my results. My 1SG have initiated chapter proceedings 
for me to be chaptered out of the Army by making an appointment on December 12 for a 
physical. 



In September I requested an open door policy to see my Battalion Commander Sergeant Major. 
I spoke to him about my situation and he told me, "I got it." As of 29 November I have not 
heard anything of this situation. I spoke to my Battalion Chaplain, Battalion Equal 
Opportunity Representative (EOR) and the Inspector General. I still have no resolve. My 
EOR told me that I have a valid complaint because people in my Chain of Command have 
singled me out. I feel that I have exhausted my chain of command and have not received and 
assistant nor resolution for this situation. 



This whole situation has exhausted me. I feel that the entire unit morale is low.' Soldiers 
returned from deployment in September and many of them are so unhappy with their work 
environment. In fear of repercussion for writing you. Honorable Young, I am requesting to 
be transferred to another command. I am suggesting the office of the Inspector General 
conduct a climate sensing session with especially the lower enlisted and junior NCOs . I 
have enclosed character letter on my behalf. My all commander and also my BN commander 
wants me to stay in the Army and go to the Warrant Officer School, attach is a copy of my 
letters of recommendation to show you what are my standards as a NCO.

I need some help. Alaska statutes (AS .3 7. 07.0 14) requires the legislature to: 

(1) Review and revise the Mission and Measures for each department annually 

(2) Requires each department to measure the department's performance and accountability 
against present and agreed standards. This concept was put into place by then Senator Parnell a 
dozen years ago. Inrecent years the legislature has ignored its statutory responsibility. 

I would like to go into court to force both legislative bodies and their finance co-chairs to follow 
the law. Will the Department of Law assist me to prepare a case and represent meand the people 
of Alaska in a suit in court? 

On a separate issue, the people of Eagle River have clearly given the Department of 
Transportation and Public Facilities specific directions and limitations on two road upgrade 
projects in Eagle River, namely the "Eagle River Loop Road" and portions of the "Old Glen 
upgrade". For the last two years I have put in. the Capita] Budget strong intent language that ■ 
reflects the desires of the community and the entire Eagle River legislative delegation. 

DOT/PF has consistently said they will ignore this budget intent language of the legislature. I 
want you to go into court on behalf of the' legislature to force DOT/PF to perform as directed.

Larry Persily and I will coordinate the State's efforts from here, and one or both of us 
will be'physically present at the meeting. Larry Hartig, Dick Lefebvre, and possibly 
Kenton Taylor will attendf by teleconference. 



Representatives of the North Slope Borough and, possibly, the Alaska Congressional 
delegation will be on the same panel as the State. According to Julie Kitka and Fran 
Ulmer, the Native community and the University will serve on other panels, as will 
industry and environmental representatives. 
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We will circulate draft State talking points for review. Please let me know if you have 
further gui dance.

Subject: UAF School of Fisheries Budget: Expansion of Undergraduate Fisheries Program 

Dear Governor 

! would like to urge you to consider and support the new Bachelor of Arts program in Fisheries that UAF is 
proposing. There already exists a program for training fisheries biologists with a strong emphasis toward science 
and statistics. As you are aware, Alaska has been a leader in successful fisheries management In the State and 
Federal fisheries, with a large amount of credit going to abundant resources, favorable ocean ciimatic conditions, 
and adherence to "good" science in the fishery policy and management arenas. The program proposed by UAF is 
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to provide a curriculum for those that will be Involved in fisheries in the broader sense (beyond biological 
management). In particular, this curriculum would be for participants in the fisheries (harvesters); the fishing 
industry (processors, marketers etc) eras a policy maker involved in the fisheries. 

The world of fishing has become increasingly complex and the level of understanding necessary to be able to 
Intelligently participate in the fisheries and the fishery management processes has risen considerably. In order to 
be successful In this age, fishermen have to be much better business managers and understand the potential 
return on long term investments In gear, vessels, and permits. Into that equation, fishermen need to be able to 
read fishery stock assessments for trends, age class strengths, recruitment curves — much as one would read a 
stock prospectus. Additionally, it now requires an increasing depth of knowledge to effectively participate at 
fisheries management bodies such as the Board of Fisheries, NPFMC, IPHC. While there will always be a need 
for people to speak plain and simple from their hearts and be heard at these forums, there Is also a need for a 
level of understanding by some participants and decision makers to bring these concepts to fruition. 

Additionally, fisheries world-wide and in Alaska have come under attack by those that employ questionable 
science - with dubious extrapolated conclusions - but have foundation financial support and a fast-track into the 
popular press. Unfortunately, the corrections and retractions do not receive the same publicity. Participants in 
fisheries-related fields need to be able to discern between "good" science and "headline" science and not be 
swayed by sensationalism. 

However, many of us that are Involved in fisheries have varied backgrounds. As a case in point, 1 currently sit on 
the NPFMC. While I have fished commercially since 1981 , and have worked as a Fishery Biologist 1 (Land Use), 
have a college degree — [ have never had a class in fisheries management — I have degree in forestry. Most of 
what I learned about fisheries, models, and management systems was at the elbow of some very patient people 
during the course of Pacific Salmon Treaty negotiations, Board of Fishery and Council meetings. A program like 
the one proposed would have been helpful for myself along the way - especially today as I try to explain current 
fishery management issues to local fishermen. While there are many good knowledgeable people active in 
fisheries and fisheries policy today, I think we all could have benefited greatly from a program that is being 
proposed. On the flip side, there are also many people who have strong opinions on fisheries management - but 
very little acquaintance with factual information. The proposed program would have positive benefits here as well. 

While the results of such a program may be years off, I believe the time to start Is now as things are likely to 
become more complex in the world of fishing. Thank you for your consideration.
